A SINGING JAILBIRD OF 1821 
\ > 
At this time of the year, 100 years ago, John 
Howard Payne, known to most of the world as 
the author of “Home, Sweet Home,” was in dur­ 
ance in the old Fleet Prison in London. As man­ 
ager, he had sought tp elevate, the stage in the 
Smidler’s Wells theatre. Instead, he had depressed 
his own fortnftes. vSo he was committed to the 
charge of the warden of Fleet as an" insolvent 
debtor. Th.- good old idea wa$ in full force, in 
those time, that the way to deal with the man who 
had no cash to pay was to puf him where he could 
not earn Hie money, 
. 
* 
But young Mr. Payne refused to confirm this 
theory of the debtor's due, January I, 1821, our 
prisoner had a headache. We learn that fromfiis 
diary, some early pages of which áte printed in 
the current Scribner’s. But on January 17 he had 
an idea. A parcel from France brought two melo­ 
dramas by Victor, one of which Mr* Payne quick­ 
ly adapted into “Thereae, or the Orphan of Ge­ 
neve.” This play was in reading for Drury Lane 
January 27. It was produced February 2, with a 
cast in which a conspicuous place was held by 
James William Wallack, father .of that Lester 
Waliack whom New York wan to applaud eagefly 
In after years. 
With “Therese,” therefore—a first-night suc­ 
cess, although on February 3 the playwright again 
had a headache—Payne added his name to the 
honorable roll of those who have sent fair writ­ 
ings out of jail. John Buny&n, Leigh Hunt, Cer­ 
vantes, Sir’Walter Raleigh, Tasso—they all are 011 
that roll. Daniel Defoe, too, laid out the plan of 
“Robinson Crusoe” from behind 
bars. 
These 
others, however, wrote for /posterity, while 
“Thereae” did nothing for the memory!of 
Indeed, of those millions who sing " 
Home,” feyknow him as a dramatis 
few by way of the encyclopedia.—
